The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers 
only who completed the duties apen 
thei: first homesteads to entitle 
them to patent on or before the 2nd 
June, 1888, 

évery homesteader who fails to 
coinply with the requirements of the 
homestead law ie liable to have his 
entry canoalied, and the land may be 
again thrown open for emtry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, er 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six menths’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, -f his intention 
to do so.
